SIX JEWISH GROUPS ASK — 
KHRUSHCHEV MEETINGS

NEW YORK (P-O) — While 
18 Jewish organizations who have 
announced the formation of a 
ad hoc committee for a _ possi- 
tle meeting with Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev under the 
chairmanship of Philip 
Klutznick will name a subcom- 
mittee to arrange all details, a 
spokesman of the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Washington this week 
told The POST and OPINION 
that the embassy received “sev- 
eral” letters from various Jewish 
organizations desiring to meet 
with Khrushchev.

TWO ISRAELI 


CINCINNATI (P-O) — The 
mayors of two Israeli cities have 
informed a rabbi here that they 
would welcome Reform Judaism 
in their cities.

My guess would have been 
that intermarriage betwee Jew 
and non-Jew is the result of 
Jew and non-Jew intermingling 
—young people work and play 
together, in school, in neighbor- 
hoods, in offices, and become 
attracted to one another. 


But I gather, from two dif- 
ferent sources, in which the 
problem of intermarriage is 
viewed from the Jewish as well 
as the non-Jewish angle, that

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it is not so simple. And both 
observers seem to find the same 
ingredient—rebellion. 


FIRST WE SEE Rabbi Richard 
Rubenstein taking a look at the 
non-Jewish girl who marries a 
Jewish boy (at this point most 
intermarriages occur between 
Jewish males and non-Jewish 
mates). 

Rabbi Rubenstein, writing in 
the June Reconstructionist of 
his experience at Hillel at Har- 
vard and Radcliffe with some 
15 non-Jewish girls he converted 
to Judaism, so that they could 
marry Jewish boys, found one 
pattern evident—it wasn’t just 
falling in love with the one boy 
—they started out by preferring 
Jewish boys. (These girls were 
all from upper-class Protestant 
backgrounds, according to Ru- 
benstein, students or alumni of 
Radcliffe, some Ph.D.’s.) 


“IN EVERY single case,” Ru- 
benstein concluded, “the decision 
to marry a Jew was made prior 
to the actual choice.of the par- 
ticular Jewish partner. In some 
instances, there was a record of 
engagements with a series of 
Jewish ‘boys. Almost every girl 
had gone out with a number of 
Jewish boys prior to their en- 
gagements.” 


He found something else that 
bound the girls together. “All 
were convinced that they no 
longer belonged to their parents’ 
world . . . which they saw as 
stuffy, hide-bound or simply un- 
acceptable because it was their 
parents’. The marginal charac- 
ter of Jewish life was attractive 
to them. They wanted to become 
Jewish and to raise their chil- 
dren as Jews although they were 
as undeceived about the literal 
truth of Jewish religious myths 
as they were of Christian myths.

Furthermore, they had no han- 
kering for the Marjorie Morn- 
ingstar type of suburban Jewish 
life. One girl expressed their 
feelings on that subject very 
well when she said, “For that 
I might as well stay home.” 

They saw themselves as join- 
ing a university or mixed urban 
community, never one of the 
new all-Jewish or all-gentile su- 
burban ghettos. What they liked 
about their men was,. in part. 
the apparent success with which 
they had overcome their Jewish 
marginality and made it a source 
of creative expression. One of 
them told me, “I don’t belong 
and Jews don’t belong, but they 
at least have each other. I have 
nobody.” 


“THE CAPACITY of the Jew- 
ish intellectual,” continues Ru- 
benstein, “apart from all- consid- 
erations of theology, to give a 
meaningful context to his pre- 
dicament of alienation was a 
strong source of attraction for 
these. girls.

HATE MAIL FAILS TO DAUNT 
IDEALS OF BUSINESSMAN 


By RON CHIZEVER 


CHICAGO (P-O) — A Jewish 
businessman here still clings to 
his ideals of tolerance and de- 
mocracy even after members 
of his own faith have sent him 
hate letters. 


“J FORGIVE them,” said Harry 
Gaynor, 45, tall, lanky real estate 
broker. 

Gaynor, a little-known figure 
in Chicago’s latest racial dis- 
order told The POST and.OPIN- 
ION exclusively that he became 
a target of anti-Semites after 
he sold a client’s $29,000, three- 
flat building to a Negro family 
in an all-white neighborhood on 
the west side. 


TODAY—a month later—the 
building, Gaynor’s office and his 
home, all are under 24-hour po- 
lice protection. 

Gaynor has_ received letters 
and phone calls threatening his 
life. One caller promised a bomb 


SOME OF THE poison-pen 
specialists were Jews, or said 
they were, according to Gaynor 

One “pen pal” came to the 
point quickly: 


“I GOT TWO guns, two knives 
and a souped-up car, and I’m 
going to get you,” he scrawled. 

This was Gaynor’s reward, he 
says, for practicing brotherhood 
and giving a Negro couple “a 
chance to bring up their children 
in a decent home instead of a 
slum.” 


DISCLAIMING a “speculator” 
label, the broker said: 
He did not solicit the business 


of the couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joshua Hargraves, parents of 
three. They came to his office. 
The building had long been 
for sale and advertised openly 


HARGRAVES, 37, a quiet, hard- 
working mechanic, has said he 
intends to stay. He invested his 
life’s savings in the building. 

The Hargraves were forced to 
move from their former home 
because it was condemned. 

“Sentiment in the neighbor- 
hood is still greatly against me,” 
said Gaynor. 

“But we have to live with our 
consciences . . . A man has a 
right to live anywhere, no matter 
what color of his skin.” 

A Negro family lives upstairs 
in Gaynor’s own home.

Multi-Party Problems in Israel Will Solve 
Themselves: Election Reform Not Likely

This is the second in a series 
of articles on the platforms of 
the political parties in ISrael, 
in anticipation of the national 
elections to the knesset this 
Nevemb€r, 


There is a strong body of opin- 
ion in Israel in favor of amend- 
ing the knesset-elections law and 
ot adopting the constituency 
system on the British model. The 
matter has been freely discussed 
ir the press and within all the 
parties. But it seems unlikely 
that it will ever be adopted, for 
several reasons. 

First, it is more rough and 
ready than the present propor- 
tional list system — and many 
Jews like mathematical exact- 
ness.

ecratic especially by the smaller 
parties who would be extin- 
guished if it were abandoned. 
Third, rf one knows whether 
a system that has evolved in one 
country will in practice work 
well in another, with a different 
history and‘ with electors and 
candidates of another tempera- 
ment. 


Fourth, although control of the 
list by the party caucus has its 
disadvantages, it also has its ad- 
vantages: it keeps up the stand- 
ard of the elected member. Each 
party puts its best candidates at 
the top of the list, on a nationa! 
basis. Under, a.constituency sys- 
tem, it would not know exactly 
which marginal constituency it 
would win and which it would 
lose ‘and hence some of its less 
useful men might be _ elected 
while some of its more useful 
men might be defeated. 
Another proposal is the exclu- 
sion from the knesset of any 
party that does not succeed in 
obtaining a specified minimum 
percentage of votes. 
The original number proposed 
in 1953 was 10 per cent. which 
would probably have eliminated 
all but half a dozen of the strong- 
est. parties. But no one quite 
knew which party would benefit 
from the votes of the eliminated 
parties. Mapai and the Generat 
Zionists, who would certainly 
henefit, together could only pro- 
vide 65 ofthe 80 votes needed 
for an amendment of the elec- 
toral law; and they could not 
get the other parties to join 
them. : 
The proposed minimum was 
then reduced to 4 per cent. But 
the Progressive party—which en- 
joys considerable esteem — had 
only four representatives in the 
knesset and objected violently 
to any proposal that might lead 
to its complete extinction at the 
next election. It joined the gov- 
ernment coalition on the strict 
guarantee that’no such proposai 
would be revived for the next 
six months. 
In any case, there are many Is- 
raelis who think that such a dras- 
tic method of reducing the num- 
ber of political parties is likely 
to crystallise the political struc- 
ture. of Israel: by making it dif- 
ficult» for new political parties 
to arise in the future. It is not 
forgotten that the British Labor 
party, which won 393 out of 615 
seats in the House of Commons 
in 1946, started its existence in 
1902 with only two seats. If ther= 
had been any 4. per cent mini- 
mum in Great Britain, it would 
have taken much longer for the 
Labor party to come to power. 
In the 1955 elections, no party 
in the knesset obtained less than 
five seats. 
The solution of the multi-party 
problems in Israel must, I think, 
be found in the gradual amal- 
gamation of parties over the 
course of time and not by any 
change in the electoral system 
or by the imposition of an arti- 
ficial minimum of votes, 
Israel is in a process of rapid 
transition. Three-quarters of all 
voters -in Israel were born else- 
where. They have brought with 
them their own mother-tongues 
and their own cultural and polit- 
ical traditions. Many have found 
it easy t6 join one or the other 
of the big parties—Mapai or the

Even the Progressive party is 
largely composed of Central Eu- 
ropean immigrants who arrived 
in Palestine after 1933 and did 
not feel at home in the older 
parties, largely under East Eu- 
ropean leadership, that had been 
formed originally to fight the 
Zionist congress elections and 
also used to fight the Va’ad Lew 
mi and municipal elections. 

As the older Central European 
leaders retire from politics and 
more and more voters are Is 
rael-born, it is possible that the 
Progressive party like the 
British Liberal party—will dis. 
integrate. 

The Arab parties are also “re 
cial” parties, There is nothing 
to prevent Arab voters from 
voting for Mapai or the General 
Zionists or Herut; many do so 
And as they become gradually 
integrated with the Jewish ma- 
jority, Arab candidates will be

We're happy that Clarence Coleman has put himself 
down in black and white in the current issue of Bob Gam- 
zey’s Intermountain Jewish News to the effect that the 
American Council for Judaism’s convention in Denver in 
May 1960 will not be the source of propaganda charging 
the Jews of the United States with dual loyalty. 

FOR A LONG time, the Council denied that it had 
ever made the accusation of dual loyalty, and a letter 
from Coleman in a recent issue of The POST and OPIN- 
{ON (P-O, July 3) repeats this denial. 

Up until the disclosure that the Council staff had writ- 
ten the speech for ex-Sen. Ralph Flanders of Vermont 
charging U. S. Jéwry with prior allegiance to a foreign 
country, the Council could lie in this respect. But now 
the Council’s duplicity stands unmasked. 

IN A TELEPHONE interview, Gamzey, who is the 
top U. S. Jewish newspaperman in the Anglo-Jewish field, 
told Coleman that ‘the net result of much ACJudaism con- 
vention publicity was to undermine the Jewish name.” 
Gamzey went on to say to Coleman that the ACJudaism 
provided “convention platforms and national publicity 
channels for speakers who accused Jews of.‘dual loyalty’.” 

Coleman’s reply to Gamzey was that ‘this was the 
last thing he wanted to achieve, since it is agreed that 
the original reason for organizing the American Council 
for Judaism 16 years ago was that Zionism and a Jewish 
state would hurt the position of the American Jew.’ 

IT SEEMS QUITE possible in view of the revela- 
tion that the Council for Judaism staff had written the 
Flanders speech that Mr. Coleman is a figurehead and 
really doesn’t know that the Council’s main activity is 
its propaganda aimed at undermining the security of the 
U. S. Jew up to the point where American Jews will 
agree to cut off all connections with Israel. 

Is Mr. Coleman that kind of a figurehead that he 
doesn’t really know what the Council is doing, and is not 
consulted on even the major activities of the Council? 

FOR THE FACTS are that the Council’s principal 
role is a propaganda one. It unquestionably spends a great- 
er proportion of its budget on public relations activities 
than any other national Jewish organization. ; 

Nevertheless we’re happy to receive the assurances 
from Mr. Coleman, and to be in a position to point out 
te him after the convention in Denver next ‘year, that 
he had made such statements. 

THE COUNCIL’S ANNUAL convention is its best 
propaganda platform, gaining it reams of publicity space 
nationally to beat the drums on its one theme—that the 
Jews of the United States are disloyal. 

Mr. Coleman’s precise assurances as printed in The 
Intermountain Jewish News deserve to be recorded here: 

“In the end, Coleman and the Jewish News editor 
agreed that they are both really interested in the same 
thing: the good name of the Jewish people, and anything, 
even ACJ pronouncements, that injure our good name, 
should be discouraged. 

He was told that when the ACJ national convention 
is held in Denver, local Jewish people should not trembie 
when they open up the Denver papers and read where 
an ACJ guest speaker hurls charges of ‘dual loyalty’.” 


NONSENSE AND WISDOM 


We can’t help suspecting the ulterior hand of the 
publicity agent in the resolution adopted by the AZA 
and B'nai B'rith Girls, asking for representation on policy- 
making bodies of the Jewish community. 


THIS MAKES good newspaper copy, which is the 
concern of the publicity department of the two organiza- 
tions. But it is not good common sense. 

Obviously the young people who are asking for de- 
cision-making powers are not going to offer the adult 
Jewish community voting rights within the AZA and 
the B'nai B'rith girls, even though the actions of these 
bodies affect the adult Jewish community. 


BUT IN OTHER resolutions, the views of the young 
people warrant attention. This is most true when they 
describe Jewish education of today as “generally inade- 
quate.” In fact, it is much worse than that.’ In many cases 
what goes for Jewish education is a farce, and who knows 
this better than the parents of the young people. 

The call for greater understanding of Jewish history, 
ritual, literature, Israel and current events is wisdom from 
the mouths of babes. The AZA boys and the BB Girls 
deserve praise by promising to do their share in striving 
teward the goal of more adequate Jewish educatien. 
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Ten years ago it was the perspicacity of 
Dick Blumenthal which got me up to Wild- 
acres, in the mountains of Western North 
Carolina to report on the second B’nai B'rith 
institute of Judaism ever held. 

There under the tutelage of Dr. Mordecai 
Kaplan and Prof. Solomon Grayzel, we saw 
a group of about 40 young business men enter 
into the depths of Jewish thought and get 
imbued under the benign skies of the Blue 
Ridge mountains with the satisfactions to be 
gained by study of the Jewish tradition. 


ABOUT A YEAR or so later, we covered 
an annual convention of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis (Reform) at Estes 
Park, Colo. 


No one who has ever visited the Rocky 
Mountains can forget his first introduction 
to the grandeur that is nature’s display in 
this part of the world. For us then it was 
homecoming to the institutes and homecoming 
to the mountains to be back at Estes Park 
for the seventh annual Mountain States in- 
stitute ot Judaism sponsored by Denver Lodge 
171 B'nai B'rith. 

HERE WE'VE S7ZEN the fruition of the 
creative idea that was the Wildacres idea of 
Dick Blumenthal and Maurice Weinstein, two 
laymen of Charlotte, N. C., whose contribu- 
tion to American Judaism is a tremendous 
one. 

We're a little ‘pleased with ourselves too 
for the role The POST and OPINION played 
in those ‘early days of the institute, when 
we recognized the role these institutes might 
play in the revival of interest in Jewish study. 

Here at Estes Park the faculty is Dr. 
Abraham Franzblau and his wife, Rose, and 
Dr. Simon Noveck. 

THIS IS A SPIRITED institute, with a 
number of young couples in attendance, some 
of whom I questioned to ascertain why they 
were here. None were solemn people seized 
with the idea of study for study’s sake. They 
were our normal, attractive, jitterbugging, 
card-playing young couples that make up the 
Jewish communities in every U. S. city. 

Their attendance was the best evidence 
you could want of the revival of Judaism in 
the U. S., which Dr, Franzblau spoke of in 
such glowing terms, but which Dr. Noveck

The first bearer of the name was Aaron 
Kutno, son of a Polish immigrant to Hun- 
gary who became a rabbi in a Hungarian 
community in the beginning of the 19th 
century. From him are descended two 
mere Hungarian rabbis. These three re- 
presentatives shed great fame upon the 
family name. I did not know that the 
family claims descent from the ~ famous 
Juda ben Bezallel, rabbi of Prague and 
creator of the Golem. The name of the 
tewn means “Cerners” in ancient Polish.

MY HOST WAS Bob Gamzey, the enter- 
prising publisher of The Intermountain Jew. 
ish News, who has played so important a 
role in fostering positive Jewish life in this 
entire area. Bob has been present at al 
seven institutes of the Mountain States. 

Dr. Franzblau and his wife are leading 
people in the field of psychiatry. (You no 
doubt read Rose’s column in The New York 
Post, if you live in New York). And it was 
a refreshing substantiation of the validity of 
Judaism to hear her husband delineate the 
corroboration of modern psychiatric science 
of the central beliefs of Judaism. 


RABBI NOVECK, who is director of the 
department of adult Jewish education of B'nai 
B'rith, presented the cardinal principles of 
the Jewish faith in as lucid a way as you 
could want. Then Dr. Franzblau took up each 
one to see if the science of devised by a Jew 
—Sigmund Freud—would support the insights 
of Judaism and even her practices. 

There was no exhortation, but a true at- 
mosphere of intellectual inquiry, and Dr, 
Franzblau showed places where psychology 
parted with the tradition. But in almost every 
area, whether it was the concept of God, the 
election of Israel, reward and punishment, 
belief in the messiah and the hereafter, psy- 
chiatry upheld the Jewish approach. 


JUDAISM, THE institute learned, was 
the healthiest approach to the unanswerable 
questions that have bothered man ever since 
the beginning—the reason why he was on 
this earth, and what his morality should be 
during his stay. 

The 10 years since that other institute 
at Wildacres has not dimmed our enthusiasm 
for the potentialities of the institute, which 
now are held on three continents, somewhere 
in the neighborhood of about 50 each year. 


THE WONDER ‘IS that there are not 
more institutes. They are an answer to the 
modern-day need for Jewish knowledge, and 
because they fit into the American environ- 
ment they are successful and will play a 
major role in intensifying U. S. Jewish life,

Rabbi Calls ‘History’ Fairy Tale 


@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 
Dr. Solomon Zeitlin’s answer 


to my letter in your July 10 
jssue does not contain even one 
single point that I can accept 
as correct... 


DR. ZEITLIN says: “There are 
two different methods of studying 
halaha—the dogmatic and the 
historic. The dogmatic method 
implies the study of the halahot 
as they are.” J 

He further maintains that I 
follow the dogmatic method and 
he the historic. 

This assertion implies a com- 
pliment to me, namely, that I 
do know or at least am familiar 
with “the halahot as they are. 

I wish I could return the com- 
pliment and say that Dr. Zeitlin 
jis truly a historian of the early 
halaha ... 

Dr. Zeitlin errs in believing 
that there are two different 
methods of studying halaha—sep- 
arate, distinct and mutually ex- 
elusive. The real student of hala- 
ha who is eager to know “the 
halahot as they are” will have 
to know their history as well, 
otherwise he will continuously 
stumble and err. Similarly, a 
true historian of halaha surely 
has to know also “the halahot 
as they are.” Think of a Shake- 
spearean historian who does not 
know the works of Shake- 
speare! ... 

I SHALL now confine myself 
te the specific points raised in 
his letter. 

Dr. Zeitlin maintains that the 
requirements of baptism and the 
sacrifice of two doves for a 
proselyte to Judaism were en- 
acted by the sages only at the 
conclave in the year 65 CE when 
they declared all pagans in the 
status of zab. To my argument 
that the immersion of a zab had 
to take place only in ‘living 
waters’ while a convert to Ju- 
daism might immerse himself in 
any kosher mikva, Dr. Zeitlin 
says: “There is no mention what- 
soever in the early Tannaitic lit- 
erature of a kosher mikva for 
proselytes,” 

The professor errs. Actually 
the origin of the two kinds of 
mikva is Pentateuchal: for the 
zab the Tora explicitly pre- 
scribes ‘living waters’ in Leviti- 
cus 15, 13, while for the nida 
the prescription is different, Lev- 
iticus 15, 19-22 . . . Concerning 
the zab, the Mishna ~ declares: 
“More excellent are living waters, 
for they serve for the immer- 
sion of them that have a flux 
(Mikvaot 1, 8),” while concern- 
ing the convert to Judaism an 
ancient Baraita declares: “only 
Where a nida may perform her 
immersion may a proselyte and 
an emancipated slave perform 
their immersion (Yebamot 47b) ” 
Anyone familiar with Tannaitic 
sources can recognize by the 
style and content of the above 
Mishna and Baraita that they 
definitely belong to the early 
Tannaitic period . . . 


Dr. Zeitlin dogmatically and 
categorically states further that 
the sacrifice of doves or pigeons 
Is only for a zab and women 
who had given birth and could 
not afford a lamb. This is simply 
Not true. There are many others. 
all those listed in Leviticus 5, 
1-10; the poor leper on his puri- 
fication, Leviticus 14, 21-32; the 
Nazirite who had become defiled 


and then purifies himself, Num- 
bers 6, 9-1] = 


The main point of argument 
by Dr. Zeitlin, is that a conyert 
to Judai ; 


= sm “had to bring the 
me sacrifice that an Israelite 





zab had to bring.” This again is 
simply not true. An ancient Ba- 
raita, not much later than 65 CE 
declares without any differing 
opinion: “All sacrifices of birds 
consist of one sin-offering and 
one burnt-offering; in the case 
of the proselyte both are burnt- 
offerings (Keritot 8b).” The 
Baraita also adds that the pro- 
selyte may offer his obligatory 
sacrifice from cattle, a choice that 
the zab never had... 

Dr. Zeitlin introduces the dis- 
pute between Rabbi Eliezer and 
Rabbi Joshua (of Yebamot 46a) 
unknowingly, for his own fur- 
ther undoing: If according to 
the conclave of 65 CE a proselyte 
was required to have baptism, 
how could Rabbi Eliezer rule 
otherwise? ... 


Actually, they are both agreed 
that the general practice of con- 
version from early times in- 
volved both rites, immersion and 
circumcision. They only differed 
in regard to what rite renders 
the proselyte a Jew and there- 
after cannot retract. Rabbi Elie- 
zer held that either of these two 
rites is sufficient for this as the 
Gemara explains, Rabbi Joshua 
ruled that it was only the rite 
of immersion, while the other 
sages held that this required both 
rites together .. . 

According to Dr. Zeitlin’s idea 
that a proselyte required bap- 
tism and aé sacrifice only be- 
cause pagans were declared to 
be in the statue of zab, a would- 
be convert really required 
nothing to become a Jew, Dr. 
Zeitlin forgets that a zab re- 
quired baptism and a_ sacrifice 
only in regard to kodoshim! 

Because he does not find the 
terms Ger Toshav and Ger Zedek 
in the Second Commonwealth 
literature, Dr. Zeitlin comes to 
the conclusion that they were 
non-existent before the destruc- 
tion of the Second Temple. 


THE PROFESSOR overlooks 
an elementary but fundamental 
principle of historical research 
that . sometimes a person 
may somehow overlook that 
which is practically under his 
nose ... Furthermore, not all 
the Second Commonwealth lit- 
terature is extant today. 

Dr. Zeitlin maintains that the 
word ger in the Bible had only 
the connotation newcomer but 
not convert. According to him 
a pagan who wanted to eat the 
Paschal lamb, the Tora decrees, 
had to circumcise himself, but 
thereafter still remained a non- 
Jew. How ridiculous! 

Actually, on reading the Pen- 
tateuch carefully one cannot es- 
cape seeing that the Tora knows 
of two kinds of gerim. In Exodus 
12,45 we are told that the Toshav 
may not eat of the Paschal lamb. 
In the following Verse 48, we 
are told that if the ger is cir- 
cumcised he becomes like one 
that is born in the land and he 
may eat the Paschal lamb. The 
tora adds another verse: “One 
law shall be to him that is home- 
born and unto the ger who so- 
journeth among you.” ... 

One conclusion When 
Dr. Zeitlin says that baptism 
and a sacrifice became require- 
ments for a would-be convert to 
Judaism only in 65 CE, and when 
he says that circumcision became 
a requirement for proselytes only 
after the destruction of the Sec- 
ond Temple, he is not writing 
history. He is writing fairy tales

Historian Answers: ‘Th2 Text Is Very Clear’

I interrupted my work on the 
‘History of the Second Jewish 
Commonwealth’ to reply: 


IN THE statement paralleling 
Shakesperian writings to the hala- 
hot of the vast rabbinic litera- 
ture, Rabbi Drazin reveals his 
blissful ignorance of the history 
and development of the halahot. 
The works of Shakespeare were 
written by one man at one pe- 
riod and in one’ country while 
some of the halahot were en- 
acted before the destruction of 
the Second. Temple, others be- 
fore the Bar Kokba period, and 
still others before the compila- 
tion of the Mishna. 

All of these halahot are Tan- 
naitic and were enacted in Judea. 
There are Amoraic halahot which 
are of a much later period. Some 
are the product of Palestinian 
Amoraim and some of the Baby- 
lonian Amoraim. Then there are 
the halahot of the gaonim. Of a 
still later period there are hala- 
hot embodied in the vast rabbinic 
literature of the Middle Ages . 

Rabbi Drazin objects to my 
siatement: “There is no men- 
tion whatsoever in Tannaitic lit- 
erature of a kosher mikva for 
proselytes.” Rabbi Drazin = said: 
“The professor errs. Actually the 
origin of the two kinds of mikva 
is Pentateuchal.” There is no 
kosher mikva mentioned in the 
Pentateuch. 

Drazin continues, “For the zab 
adhe Tora explicitly prescribes 
‘living waters’ in Lev. 15, 13, 
while for nida the prescription is 
different, Lev. 15, 19-22.” In Lev 
15, 19-22 is stated: “And whatso- 
ever touched her bed shall wash 
his clothes and bathe himself in 
water.” No kosher mikva is men- 
tioned here. Drazin continues: 
“While concerning the convert 
to Judaism an ancient. Baraita 
declares: Only where a nida may 
perform her immersion may a 
proselyte and emancipated slave 
perform their immersion (Yeba- 
mot 47b).’ Anyone familiar with 
Tannaitic sources can recognize 
by the style and content of the 
above Mishna and Baraita that 
they definitely belong to the early 
Tannaitie period.” 

IT SEEMS that Rabbi Drazin 
is unfamiliar with the content 
and the style of the Baraita. [n 
this Baraita it is said that if one 
wants to be converted to Ju- 
daism “in our time” he should 
be told that the Israelites are 
offlicted and suffer greatly. From 
this it can be readily seen that 
this Baraita could not have been 
written during the Second Com- 
monwealth as the Jews of that 
time were not afflicted. Neither 
could it have been written before 
Hadrianic persecutions as_ the 
Jews of that time lived in peace. 

The sufferings and afflictions 
of the Jews followed the collapse 
of the Bar Kokba revolt. It is 
clear that this Baraita is of the 
pnost-Hadrianic period when the 
Jews suffered under the Roman 
eagle and had not the right to 
live in Judea nor even to enter 
the city of Jerusalem. 

Rabbi Drazin quotes from the 
Pentateuch where one had to 
bring a sacrifice of two doves. 
All of his quotations from the 
Pentateuch refer to those who 
were unclean and became pure. 
Hence my statement that a pa- 
gan who was declared to be in 
the status of a zab' and who 
wanted to become a Jew had to 
bring a sacrifice of two doves 





as did all of those who purified 





themselves from uncleanliness is 
halachic-historie correct. 

Rabbi Drazin maintained that 
my statement that a convert to 
Judaism had to offer the same 
sacrific as did a zab after pur 
ification, i.e. two doves, is un- 
true. He quoted a Baraita, which 
he claimed to be ancient, wherein 
is stated that a convert to Juda 
ism may also bring a sacrifice 
of cattle. Drazin does not know 
that Rabbi Jochanan ben Zaccai 
had abolished the sacrifice of the 
two doves which was supposed 
to be offered by a convert. The 
Baraita quoted by Drazin is of 
a later period and academic. Sac- 
rifices were no longer offered 
after the destruction of the 
Temple. - 

To my statement that at the 
Conclave of 65 CE pagans were 
declared to be in the status ft 
zab and hence a pagan who 
wanted to become a Jew was re- 
quired to be baptized, while Rab- 
b: Eliezer was of the opinion 
that one who was circumcised 
but not baptized is a bona fide 
ger, Rabbi Drazin asks, “How 
could Rabbi Eliezer rule other- 
wise? .. . Rabbi Eliezer was a 
Shammaite and never expressed 
an opinion unless he had ‘the 
tradition of his teacher. He op- 
posed the Hillelites’ point of view 
although they were in the major- 
ity and he was excommunicated 
In the Palestinian Talmud M.K. 3 
was asked : does not Rabbi Elie- 
zer recognize the principle that 
the majority rule is to be fol- 
lowed? 

DRAZIN claims that I do not 
fully understand the controversy 
between Rabbi Eliezer and Rabbi 
Joshua ... but the text is very 
clear . 

Rabbi Eliezer said that any- 
one who is circumcised but was 
not baptized is a bona fide ger. 


ie. is a Jew, and cannot retract 


Compare also Yeb. 71a. 

Drazin maintained that accord- 
ing to my opinion, “a would-be 
convert requires nothing to he 
a Jew.” Yes, during the period 
of the Second Jewish Common- 
wealth nothing was required of 
a convert to Judaism except the 
acceptance of the God of Is- 
rael as the universal God. In the 
Book of Ruth no mention is 
made of the fact that Ruth was 
baptized: she made the simple 





declaration: “Thy people shall 
be my people and thy God my 
God.” 

DR. DRAZIN says further: 
“Dr. Zeitlin forgets that a zab 
required baptism and a_sacri- 
fice only in regard to kodoshim ” 
The Pentateuch never mentioned 
the connection between the pur- 
ification of zab and kodoshim. 
Only the sages introduced this 
halaha . 

Drazin said: “Dr. Zeitlin main- 
tains that the word ger in the 
Bible has only the connotation 
newcomer but not convert. Ac- 
cording to him a pagan who 
wanted to eat the Paschal lamb, 
the Tora decrees, had to circum- 
cise himself, but thereafter still 
remained a non-Jew. How ridi- 
culous!” : 

The first part of Drazin’s quo- 
tation is correct. I maintained 
that the word ger in the Pen- 
tateuch has the connotation of a 
sojourner and never referred to 
a convert. The second part of 
Drazin’s quotation is pure dis- 
tortion and falsification I never 
wrote that a pagan who wanted 
te eat the Paschal lamb had to 
circumcise himself. The word 
ger in the Pentateuch having the 
connotation of sojourner may 
refer to an Israelite and a non- 
Israelite. 

WHEN ABRAHAM said to the 
children of Heth, “I am a toshav 
and a ger with you” Abraham did 
not mean to say that he is a 
pagan, one of the children cf 
Heth. When it is stated in the 
Tora “For ye were gerim in the 
land of Egypt” does not mean 
that the Israelites were Egyp- 
tians; they were sojourners in 
the land of Egypt. However in 
other places in the Pentateuch 
the word ger, which has the con- 
notation of sojourner, refers to 
a non-Israelite, Lev.

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Arab Population in Israel Growing Faster Than Jews’

HAIFA—Statistics always used 
to frighten me. At university I 
made my lowest grade in that 
subject—a modest “'C,” I hasten 
to add. 

Tables of figures were puzzles 
that I never : 
tried to solve, 
and I always 
looked for the 
ex planatory 
note which 
would sum up 
‘he significance 
of the figureg in 
the fewest 
words possible.

extent I have overcome that early 


fear, and statistics have become 
some “of ‘my favorite reading 
matter. 


OF COURSE, one has to learn 
how to read statistics. 
One can learn that Israel pro- 





duced 19,000 tons'of olives in 
1957-58, but it makes little dif- 
ference except perhaps to the 
sardines. The fact that there are 
200 movie houses in Israel, with 
a total of 150,000 seats, and that 
30 million persons attended the 
showings in 1958, should be good 
news only to Hollywood. The 
news that Israel’s railways cover 
416 kilometers of main line will 
simply leave the overseas reader 
wondering if a kilometer is more 
than a mile, or less. 

ON THE other hand, statistics 
such as these can be appraised 
and understood if they are read 
in the context of the larger pic- 
ture. Thus we are told that at 
the end of 1958 Israel’s popula- 
tion totalled 2,031,672. This rep- 
resented an increase of 55,728 
inhabitants over the previous 
year. Of these 47,407 were Jews, 
and 8,321 were non-Jews. This

But wait; the 
next figures change the picture 
considerably. .The natural _in- 
crease, excess’ of ‘births over 
deaths, in the non-Jewish com- 
munities of Isreal was 37 per 
thousand in 1957 against 19 per 
thousand among the Jews in the 
same year. And in 1958? Non- 
Jewish (read Arab) increase was 
40 per thousand against 18 per 
thousand for the Jews. In other 
words, the trend is up for the 
Arabs—and down for the Jews 
At that rate one can almost com- 
pute when the Arabs of Israel 
will outnumber the Jews—if not 
for immigration of more Jews. 
It appears that Israel govern- 
ment policy is determined to en- 
courage Arab natural increase 
Special health services and clinics 
have been instituted to keep the 
Arabs in good condition. 


INFANT MORTALITY is high 
among these: people, principally 
because births take place under 
unsanitary, conditions in Arab 
houses.
